GOOD TIME FOR TELLER. 


SENATOR GETS A WARM RECEPTIO¥ 
BY COLORADO PEOPLE. 


_Free Silver Champion Greeted by an 
Immense Crowd of Enthusiastic Ad- 
thirers om His Return to Denver— 
Bands, Bombs, Banners, and Bunt- 
ing Mark the Event—Big Parade 
from the Depot — Labor Organiza- 
tions Join in the Demonstration. 


Denver, Colo., July 1.—Senator Henry M. 
Tell@& on arriving at Denver this evening 
Was met by a great eutpouring of people 
from all parts of the State. The demonstra- 
tion! was non-partisan, and it is doubtful if 
the scenes of enthusiasm have been paral- 
leled in Western history. Senator Teller 
left Cheyenne this morning and went to 
Greeley, fifty miles north of here on the 
Union Pacific, where he remained until the 
arrival of a special train from Denver bear- 
ing the Reception committee, which was 


headed by Gov. McIntyre and Mayor Mc- 
Murray. 


At Greeley the Senator was met by farm- 


ers who had driven in from miles around, 
the station being crowded with the enthusi- 
astic agriculturists. The:-run to Denver 
Was marked by a succession. of welcomes. at 
the small towns in the Platte Valley. 

The explosion of a bomb at the Union 
Depot at 8 p. m. announced the arrival of the 
Special train in Denver. The streets were 
jammed with people. Immense flags and 
pennants, pictures of the Senator, and ban- 
ners of welcome were everywhere displayed. 
Half the people in the crowd waved small 
white flags, on which were printed portraits 
of the Senator. An immense parade was 
formed. Military, civic, and labor, organ- 
izations made up the procession, and the 
** Teller Silver club,’’ 2,000 strong, was in line. 
As the Senator stepped from ‘the train there 
went up a mighty shout, and the roar of 
human voices drowned out the noise of the 
bombs. Six hundred people from Gilpin 
County, Senator Teller’s home, who had 
camped at the station the greater part of the 
afternoon, rushed pell-mell after him, wav- 
ing flags and shouting vociferously. 

A carriage was in waiting, and after much 
effort the Senator reached it. Preceded by 
an escort of the Denver City Cavalry of the 
Colorado National Guards, the carriage 
moved up-town, the parade bringing up the 
rear. The carriage was drawn by six white 
horses, but it had not proceeded four blocks 
before it was descended upon by. about 500 
young men, who detached the animals, tied 
a long rope to the pole, and dragged the 


_Wwehicle the remainder of the way themselves. 


At Seventeenth street and Broadway Sen- 
ator Teller reviewed the parade. His ap- 


. pearance.on the reviewing stand in company 


with the Colorado delegates who bolted with 
him from the national convention at St. 
Louls was made the occasion for a general 
demonstration among the 30,000 people as- 
sembled before him. After the parade had 
passed Gov. McIntyre welcomed the Sen 
ator on behalf of the State and Mayor Mc- 
Murray on behalf of the city. Judge H. P. 
Bennett, representing the Colorado pioneers, 
who had participated in the street greeting, 
presented him with a silver token. Senator 
Teller’s remarks to the crowd were brief and 
mainly local. 

“I have been your representative for 
twenty years in the Senate,’’ he said, “*‘ and 
it has been my great object and purpose to 
represent you honestly and conscientiously. 


‘If ever the hour comes when I cannot do 


that I will tell you so. I believe now that all 
the friends. of silver have to do is to get to- 
gether. There are friends enough of silver 
to dominate ard control this country and 
adopt a monetary system that is an Amer- 
ican system and which is not adopted to suit 
Great Britain. [Cheers.] This country is 
big enough’ to take care of itself and its 
affairs without the interference of any other 
nation. When we are united all other sec- 
tions of the country will unite with us and 
we will have a true, honest, and American 
system of finance. Again I thank you for

MR. HOBART CONFERS WITH HANNA. 


Executive Campaign Committee Is Se- 
lected with Two Exceptions. 


Cleveland, O., July 1.—[Special.}—Garret 
A. Hobart, Republican nominee for Vice- 
President, has come and gone, and the Ex- 
ecutive committee of nine is agreed upon, 
with two exceptions. 

Mr. Hobart went.to Canton this morning 
,and had a few hours’ conference with Maj. 
McKinley, returning to Cleveland in the 
afternoon. He was met at the depot here by 
Maj. Charles Dick of Mark Hanna’s per- 
sonal staff, and taken to the private offices in 
the Perry Payne Building. Robert P. Por- 
ter, of census fame, was there to greet him, 
and in a few minutes Mr. Hanna himself 
arrived from-his luncheon at the Union club. 
The two men then retired to an Inner room 
and got through their business in surprising- 
ly short order. Then they proceeded to the 
Hanna home, Windemere, on the shores of 
Lake Erie, and had dinner before the East- 
ern train took the Jersey man to his home. 

There will be no announcement of the 
names of the Executive committee far as 
agreed upon until after the Chicago conven- 
tion. Upon this point Mr. Hanna is inflexi- 
ble, saying that geographical considerations, 
which will not be known until the men who 
are to bear the free silver standard are nom- 
inated may make changes desirable, but it 
is certain that Mr. Hanna will be the Chair- 
‘man, and not Quay of Pennsylvania, though 
the latter is assuredly to be a member of the 
committee. f 

The resolution of. the National committee, 
by which the Executive committee of nine 
was created; sets forth explicitly that the 
Chairman of the National committee shall 
be, ex-officio, the Chairman of the Executive 
committee; so that Mr. Hanna has no choice. 

It is pretty well assured that the two 
places not decided upon are those to be filled 
eventually by men from Illinois and Indiana 
respectively. Minor dissensions in the two 
States have made it necessary to defer the 
filling of these two places until the last 
minute, and that may be interpreted to mean 
when the factions harmonize and agree upon 
the individuals. 

There will be but one campaign headquar- 
ters for the Republican party, and that will 
not be in Chicago or Cleveland. Every con- 
sideration makes New York the seat of chief 
political interest during the coming strug- 
gle, and there will be no branches. Mr. 
Hanna says he ran the preliminary campaign 
from one point, and he can do the same with 
the rest of it. :

They Agree Not to Take the Stump Un- 
leas Unforeseen Conditions Arise— 
Hobart Is Presented to a Big Vis- 
iting Delegation of Ohioans and 
Makes a Speech — Christian En- 
deavor People and Glass Workers 
Pay Their Respects to McKinley. 


Canton, O., July 1.—[{Special.]—This was 
Maj. McKinley’s busy day. «His callers were 
legion and of variety unlimited. There were 
politiclans and humble yoters, there were 
shop-workers and shop-owners, and there 
were Christian Endeavorers and business- 


‘men and social visitors. They came as in- 


dividuals, in small parties, and in organized 
delegations. 

First as to time of arrival and first as 
to present prominence before the public was 
the man selected for second place on the 
Republican national ticket. Garret A. Ho- 
bart came into Canton on the 10:23 Penn- 
Sylvania train from the East, end at 12:30 
he left for Cleveland to keep an appointment 
with National Chairman Mark A. Hanna. 

Gov. McKinley was appraised of Mr. Ho- 
bart’s coming and with the modest family 
carriage went to tne depot to meet his guest. 
No demonstration was desired on the occa- 
sion of this visit and not until this morning 
was the announcement of Hobart’s coming 
made public in Canton; but the report 
spread with such rapidity that an immense 
crowd was at the depot. The meeting be- 
tvwreen Maj. McKinley and Mr. Hobart was 
hearty and cordial, and they greeted each 
other like friends of long standing. While 
Gov.

They drove direct to the McKinley home 
and retired to the library and remained there 
until a delegation from Medina appeared on 
the lawn clamoring for an audience. Judge 
Albert Munson; who had the honor of nomi- 
nating Maj. McKinley twice for Congress 
at the Congressional conventions at Orrville 
in’ 1884 and at Massillon in 1890, made an 
address, which was responded to by Maj.

Thanks for Past Support. 

There was a storm of applause as McKin- 
ley stepped forward and said: 

“I would not conceal my gratification at 
this friendly call from my old friends and 
former’ constituents of Medina County. I 
recall that twice in my public career the 
people of Medina County rendered devoted 
and unwavering services to the Republican 
cause when for the moment I stood, by des- 
ignation of my party, in the Congressional 
contest.

RIOTERS MAKE TROUBLE AT BEREA, 0. 


Quarrymen Exchange Shots with Dep- 
uty Sheriffs and the Governor Is 
Asked to Send Troops. 


Berea, O., July 1.~—A riot occurred today at 
the stone quarries, where several hundred 
men have been on @ strike for two weeks. 
Over 100 shots were exchanged by Deputy |. 
Sheriffs and strikers. 

‘The strikers approached the quar 
through a woods, with the avowed intention 
of driving out the non-union men at work, 
‘They: were met by the Sheriff and forty 
‘deputies, who commanded them to stop, 
For an answer the strikers began firing, and 
the fight then became general. 

While the. strikers were at West View the 
women in overwhelming numbers took the 
‘quarry by storm and drove out the workmen 
with clubs and strong language. The strik- 
érs have called in their pickets for the pur- 
pose of arming them. 

Cleveland, , July 1.—At noon fifty addi- 
Sheriffs' were sworn in and 
started for the scene of this morning’s con- 
flict between officers and strikers at the 
stone quarries near West View. 

Sheriff Leek telegraphed Gov. Bushnell at 
Columbus that he was unable to hold in 
check the striking quarrymen at Berea, and 
asked that four companies of militia be or- 
dered to his assistance at once. 

In response to the request Gov. Bushnell 
responded that the Sheriff must use his own 
judgment, and, if unable to cépe with the 
strikers himself, to call out what militia ne 
wanted in the county. The Sheriff has 1% 
deputies under arms, fifty with Winchester 
rifies. Company D, O. N.'G., at Berea, is 
under arms, and Company K of this city has 
been ordered to stand in readiness to move. 


OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES JR. A LOSER 


Court Denies Restricfion Upon the 
Publication of the Autocrat of 
the Breakfast Table, 


The property rights of the heirs of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes to the ‘“ Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table” were denied yesterday in 
an opinion handed down by Judge Jenkins 
in the Federal Court. 

The opinion was in the suit brought by 
O. W. Holmes Jr. for an injunction to re- 
strain Donohue, Henneberry & Co. of Chi- 
cago from publishing;an edition of the work. 
The “‘ Autocrat” sketches originally ran in 
the Atlantic Monthly, concluding with the 
October. mumber, 1858. The title was not 
filed for copyright protection until Novem- 
ber, 1858, one month after the completion of 
the sketches. 

In his opinion Judge Jenkins says: 

“ The law provides that no person shall be 
entitled to the copyright unless he shall, 
before publishing, deliver to the office of the 
Librarian of Congress a printed copy of the 
book for which he desires copyright. There 
is a positive provision that a printed copy 
of the book must be filed before publication. 

“I think it would be a refinement upon 
language to say that a serial publication of 
this work is not a' publication. 

“If an author can thus: play fast and 
loose with the law he could considerably 
extend the time of the monopoly which the 


‘law affords him, and that would be in direct 


antagonism of the spirit of the act which 


secures to him a limited monopoly of his 


work.’

‘Saye He Leaves the Democratic Party 
Going Over the Precipice of Free 
Silvée and Indniges in a Prophecy 
as to November Results—Is Pleased 
with McKinley’s Utterance in Re- 
sponse to the Notification — Wants 
All Silver Forces to Unite, 


New York, July 1.—[{Special.]—Dr. Chaun-

There cannot 
be any financial rest, any-real prosperity, 
and security from violent panics, until the 
currency problem is definitely settled for a 
term of years in favor of the standard that 
is recognized by the commercial world. 

Prophecy as to November Results. 

‘Until that time there can be no stability, 
no gertainty as to markets, no steady em- 
ployment r labor, and no security for 
wages, Until that time the purchasing 
power of the country will remain substan- 
tially in a state of paralysis. 

“On the result of a campaign fought out 
between sound money and silver there c 
be no doubt. A Republican victory is cer- 
tain. Indeed, I should not be surprised if 
the free silver candidate nominated at Chi- 
cago should carry only the mountain States, 
comprising . an “extensive territory but a 


sparse population, and a few States of the | 


‘extreme South, On the currency question 


New York will be Republican by 200,000, 


Connecticut by 12,000, New Jersey by 15,000, 
and Massachusetts by 40,000.

‘“‘In Michigan, where there is consider- 
able silver sentiment; Illinois, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Iowa, Oregon, and California, the 
issue will be free silver and free trade against 
protection and the gold standard, What- 
ever may be the leanings of any of these 
States toward silver, they can only get it 
with free trade, and it has been demonstrated 
that they cannot live by free trade. 

Will Take It Like Castor oil. 

“'They are all prote¢tion communities an 
they will so vote. They will take the gold 
standard plank with their tariff plank, just 
as I used to take my castor oil with brown 
sugar by direction of my grandmother, 
Then the sound-méney Democrats of Mis- 
souri, Tennessee, Maryland, and Virginia 
will vote the Republican ticket or not vote 
at all.

BAD TREASURY SHOWING FORTHE YEAR 


| Revenues Fail to Meet Expenses by 


$26,042,244—Interest Payments In- 
crease Over 84,250,000. 
Washington, D. C., July .1.—The compara- 
tive statement.of the goverment receipts and 


expenditures issued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. today shows the total receipts from all 


sources during the fiscal year just closed to 
have been $326,189,226, and the expenditures 
$252,221,470, which leayes a deficit for the 
year of $26,042,244, although there was a sur- 
plus for June of $2,349,430. : 

« It.is etpected that the figures for July will 
show a deficit of at least $10,000,000, and 
probably mere. The appropriation of $5,000,- 
000 for sugar bounty payments is now avail- 
able, and it is the expectation that all of the 
claims will have been settled and paid before 
the end of the month. 

The total receipts for the year, however, 
show a gain of about mre over 1895. 
The customs ‘increased about 600, the 
internal revenues about $3,000 e pen- 
sion payments during the year amounted to 
$130,434,046, a reduction of nearly $2,000,000 
from last year's payments. The interest

Premier Canovas himself replied to Mar- 
shal Campos and to the Cuban autonomist 
Senator, Sefior Labra, who had advocated 
autonomy as the best and shortest road to 
the pacification of Cuba, Sefior Canovas 
devoted the greater part of his energetic 


and powerful speech, which was.repeatedly 


grt od by Senate and galleries, to em- 
atically justifying his policy—opposed to 
arantiin any reform or any concessions in 
Cuba until the insurrection is vanquished. 
Then, he said, he would go to a great length 
in satisfying the Cuban aspirations as long 
as autonomy or other reforms were compat- 
ible with the preservation of Spanish sov- 
ereignty in Cuba. 

The Premier’s speech greatly pleased the 
Conservatives and military men.

‘The action which will be taken next week 
at the Democratic convention by the free 
silverites who are in a two-thirds majority 


there will be equivalent to the destruction 


of an old party and the creation of a new

There will be no longer any Democratic 
party of Jefferson and Jackson except in 
name.

Four years 
ago the Democrats declared in their hation- 
al platform as follows: 

We hold to the usé of both gold and silver as 


.the standard money of the country, and to the 


coinage of both gold and silver, without discrim- 
inating against elther) metal, or charge for mint- 
age, but the dollar unit of colnage of both metals 
must. be of equal intrinsic and éxchangeable 


value. 


, That was no new declaration. It was the 
policy, of Jefferson, of Jackson, and of 
every Democratic President the country 
has ever had from Jefferson down to this 
Cleveland has. not insisted more 
strongly on an equality of intrinsic value 
than Jefferson did in 1792, 

- But the party which calls itself Demo- 
cratic is going next week to dewand a re- 
versal of the national and party policy of a 
hundred years and insist on the intrinsic 
inequality of silyer with gold dollars. They 


are going to threw away their old bimetallic 


doctrine and to‘substitute a debased silver 
monometallic standard.

any Southerner to deny that Lee cherished 


such sentiments in the face of Wade Hamp- 


ton’s affirmations. | 

Gen. Hampton further went on and as-' 
sailed “‘ those who were faithful in war and 
who have not been faithful to the South in 
peace,” meaning Gen. Longstreet. The an- 
imus of Hampton’s flings at Longstreet is 
to be found in the fact that the latter went 
into the war from Georgia on the rebel side 
and remained there until he was conquered, 
that he then surrendered, gave up the “ lost 
cause,” retired in good faith, and has been 
loyal since, That is sufficient -cause for 
Hampton to condemn. Longstreet, Hamp- 
ton holds the doctrine that any man who 
has been a rebel must continue to be an 
enemy to the restored union government, 
stand by defeated secession, and. be in favor 
of another war. Is this Hampton’s idea of 
reconstruction or is it the idea of the crowd 
of old and new Virginians who applauded 
him so enthusiastically ?

God of Lee, and Jackson, and Jeff Davis.”

the Almighty, in whose secrets he appears 
to be, believed that Jeff Davis, Stonewall] 
Jackson, and Gen. Lee were right when 
they set about to destroy the Union in order 
to found and extend an aristocracy based 
upon human servitude.

Gov. O’Ferral of Virginia was another of 
the spenkers, and he had this to say, among 
other things:

The rights for which’ the founders of this 
republic struck were _no more sacred to them than 
the rights for which you struck were dear to you. 
If you were rebels, #> were the futhers of conati- 
tutional liberty of 120 years ago. If you fought 
to sever your connection with a Union whose bonds 
were galling, so did the men now immortalized 
in song and story when they snapped the cord 
of British allegiance in 1776. 

This is certainly a remarkable statement 
to come from a man who presumably is 
acquainted with history. When Virginia 
and twelve or thirteen other States seceded 
or tried to do so President Abraham Lincoln 
was not yet inaugurated. The Democrats 
were in control of the upper branch of Cun- 
gress and almost the lower one and the Su- 
preme Court. When he was inaugurated 
the solid South had control of both branches 


of Congress with the aid of the Northern 


doughfaces. President Lificoln would have 
been powerless had the South remained in 


the Union. How then were the secessionists

In the revolution- 
ary war the colonies only asked for equal 
rights of taxation, ard claimed that if Great 
Britain taxed them it should also give them 
representation. It was a fair claim, and 
Great Britain ever since that time has not 
attempted to tax her colonies and théy were 
never an integral part of Great Britain as 
Virginia was of the Union.. They were 
only ocean-separated colonies, while Vir- 
ginia was a State on equal terms with all 
other States under a Constitution which 
she had helped to make and to ratify, and 
which she had amended to suit her wishes, 
No comparison can be made betweensthe 
two contests, They do not parallel.

Maj.*McKinley said in his remarks last

There are two things to be said in reply 
to the Morning Post.

DEATH OF HARRIET BEECHER STOWE. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe has passed away, 
crowned with many years of activity in the 
eause of humanity, and richly rewarded 
with the world’s plaudits and the blessings 
of an emancipated race. Of all women of 
her time, of all women.of the century in- 
deed, she has accomplished the most by the 
powerful aid which her facile pen lent to the 
agitation of the slavery question, educating 
public sentiment, stirring up men and 


women, society, the church, and the govern-" 
‘ment to the great evils of slavery as a 


national institution, and to the duty of the 
country to compass its abolition-in the in- 
terests of humanity as well as of national 
progress. There was no more potent agency 
in this great work than the one book with 
which her name is: most intimately con- 
nected. It secured her honor in her own 
country and spread her fa throughout 
the world. She died tn: her 4th year.’ She 
had lived far more than tong enough to see 
the triumph of the cause for which she 
pleaded so eloquently, and.she received her 
reward. 

Mrs. Stowe was a reunti-ba bis woman in 
a remarkable family. Her father, the Rev. 
Dr. Lyman. Beecher, was a clergyman of 

widespread reputation, Her husband, Cal- 
vin Ellis Stowe, was a clergyman also when 
she married him, and subsequently an emi- 
nent professor of theology. Her brother, 
Henry Ward Beecher, was the foremost 
clergyman of his time, and like his sister 
did much to rous¢the national conscience 
to the evils of human slavery. Other mem- 
bers of the family rose to prominent posi- 
tions in the pulpit, in society, and in general 
reform work. She was born and brought 
up in an anti-slavery atmosphere, for her 
father espoused the cause of the slave with 
zeal and earnestness while yet she was a 
child. At that time the family lived in 
Cincinnati, on the very borders of slave ter- 
ritory, which she frequently visited, and 
where she was in-a position tg know of the 
evils of slavery. All her environments and 


experiences indeed were preparing her for 


the great work of her life, but it did not 
make its appearance until after the passage 
of the fugitive slave law, which roused her 
to begin tifit remarkable novel, “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” and which made her famous 
all over the civilized world. She could not 
have chosen a happier medium ‘fer making 
her appeal tg the popular heart, Charles 
Reade and Charles Dickens both utilized it 


for the correcting of local abuses with emi- 


nent success. Mrs. Stowe, however, used 
it on a still broader scale. In its glowing, 
fascinating pages she assailed a great 


national evil, and that she not only roused . 


the sympathies of the American people as 
they had’ never been roused before, but 
created’a deep and lasting impression all 


| the world over, is a proof that the world not 


only recognized the earnestness of the plea, 
but the artistic finish and literary skill with 
which the life and adventures of her hero 
were set forth. There was something more 
to the book than the impression which it 
made growing out of the agitation ‘which 
gave it birth:” It had force.and pathos, 
humor and telling incidents, and a convic- 
tion of redlity which has made it a master 
work of story-telling, for it can hardly be 
classed as fiction. Though at first it had 
difficulty in finding a publisher, when it did, 
its success was instantaneous, and it was 
translated into French, German, Italian, 
Scandinavian, and’ Russian, and even into 


| Armenian, Welsh, Chinese, Japanese, and 


Arabic. It became one of the world’s books. 

Mrs. Stowe followed up “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” with other publications on the same 
lines, “‘ A Peep Into Uncle Tom’s Cabin for 
Children,” “ A Key to Uncle Tom's Cabin,” 
“ The Christian Slave,” and “* Dred, a Tale 
of the Dismal Swamp,” but they only 
achieved comparative success. She then 
turned her attention to the production of 
stories illustrating phases of New En- 
gland life,and character, with which she 
was well acquainted—a vein which has 
since been worked with much ability by 
Mary Wilkins, Sarah Orne Jewett, Alice 
Brown, and others. The most popular of 
these works were “ The Minister’s Woo- 
ing,” “Old Town Folks,” “ The Pear! of 
Orr’s Island,” “Sam Lawson’s Fireside 
Stories,” “ Poganuc People,” and “ We and 
Our Neighbors.” She wrote many other 
books and was a frequent.contributor to 
periodicals and newspapers. There was 
probably but one book which her friends 
could have wished she had not written, 
though Oliver Wendell Holmes réad its 
manuscript and saw no reason why it 
should not be published, It was the small 
volume printed in 1870 and called ‘* Lady 
Byron Vindicated,”’ as a reply to the “ Rec- 
ollections of Lord .Byron” by Countess 
Guiccioli. As the substance of it was a 
charge of incest against Lord Byron it nat- 
urally aroused great indignation in En- 
gland and much excitement in this country, 
although Mrs. Stowe was only repeating 
what Lady Byron had told her. But per- 
haps so many years after Byron's death it 
was not wise to publish the charges, even 
if they were true. This is a matter of little 
consequence now, however. Mrs. Stowe’s 
fame will rest upon “ Uncle Tom's Cabin,”’ 
which was an epoch-making book, No 
woman of her time has accomplished so 
great a work for humanity, and upon that 


-her fame will rest. 


THE DEFECTIVE SCHOOL CENSUS. ~ 

The eight new and reappointed members 
of the Board of Education are, it is under- 
stood, in favor of the application of civil 
service rules to its employés as far as the 
If a majority of the members 
of the board had thought as they do, three 
months ago, thé men closer to take the 
*school census would have been elected after 
they had passed a:civil service examination 
and had shown that they were qualified. 

This city has an enormous foreign popu- 
lation composed of a dozen nationalities. 
Enumerators, to do their work correctly in 
most of the wards, must be able to talk not 
only English, but also German, Bohemian, 
Polish, Hungarian, Italian, Greek, French, 
Swedish, Norwegian, Russian, and Span- 
ish. ‘% : 

The enumerators were not picked out be- 
cause of their qualifications, They were 
the product of the “ patronage system.” 
They were the pets or henchmen of spoils- 
men. They were mostly appointed merely 
that they might be on the city pay-roll and 
get good wages for bad work. That they 
understood that is shown by the way they 
worked. 

When the totals were first footed up it 
was found they fell below the figures of 
1894, even after allowance was made for 
the 5 per cent padding done that year. It 
was evident there were tens of thousands 
ef omissions. So the incompetents were 
sent out again to find some of the “ lost 
sheep,” and most of the precincts were re- 
canvassed. That helped.matters some 30,- 
000. But rn ore 


and at last a total of 1,617,226 was cuanees 


up. | 
If there had been competent enumerators 
in the first place the total would have been 
at least 1,675,000. The men, nearly all 
ignorant of any language but English, who 


were sent into wards where English is little 


spoken, except by the children, could not 
get all the names or anything like all. That 
explains why in certain wards where there 
is a heavy foreign population constantly in- 
creasing there is an alleged large decrease 
in the number of inhabitants since 1894, 
even after allowance is made for the “ pad- 
ding ” of that year. 
It may be admitted that there has been 
a decrease in the First and LHighteenth 


Wards, but not in the North Side wards, 


which are put down as haying fewer inhabi- 
tants by 26,000 than two years ago as their 
votes and registrations prove. The alleged 
decrease in the Seventh or Eighth, Seven- 
teenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twenty- 
second, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, or 
‘Twenty-ninth is due to the bad work of in- 
competent enumerators who cared only to 
draw their pay for shirking their duty. 

The money spent on this defective school 
census has been wasted, except in so far as 
members of the Board of Education have 
become convinced that the only way to get 
capable employés is to cut loose from the 
spoils system and adopt civil service rules. 
There is reason to hope the new board s daael 
do that without delay. 


ASLEEP AT HIS POST. 


The arrest of assorted sizes of criminals 


may do much to dampen the “ holdup.” 
ardor of the slums, but the capture of Po- 
liceman Moloney undoubtedly will be even 
more effective. Mr. Moloney appears to 
have bee unaware, that the department 
which he more or less adorned had become 
thoroughly awake, but he has been afforded 
the most convincing evidence.

‘THE REAL ESTATE BOARD, 


Question of the Effect of the Propesed 
Abolition of Township Organiza- 
tion Is Considered at the Monthly 
Meeting—Legal Aspects of the Case 
Taken Up—Referred to the Public

. The effect of the proposed abolition of the 
township organization on the public parks of 
the city was discussed at the monthly meet- 
ing of the Real Estate Board yesterday. 

A letter from John P. Wilson, attorney for. 
the board, was submittéd by the Public Ser- 
vice committee. Mr. Wilson called attention 
to the fact that all taxes for Lincoln Park 
are levied by the corporate authorities of the 
Town of Lake View and Nérth Chicago. The 
parks of West Chicago are under the control 
of the corporate authorities of that town, as 
well as the boulevards connected with the 
parks. 

‘‘If you abolish the towns there can be no 


corporate authorities of these towns,” said - 


Mr Wilson, “ and hence there would be no 
one vested with power to levy taxes) for the 
parks,. It is also a serious question whether 
the South Park Commissioners are not vest- 
ed with the powers which they exercise as 
the corporate authorities of the towns within 
the South Park district, and if so, a like fate 
would befall them by the abolition of the 
towns within the park district. | 

‘If the parks should be transferred to the 


coutrol of the municipal authorities the tax-_ 


es levied for the parks would have to come 
under the lim‘ted rate per cent which the city 
is authorized to levy for general purposes. 

‘‘The power to levy.special assessments in 
the case of Lincoln and the West Side parks 
for the improvement of boulevards has been 
and probably will be a necessity. This pow- 
er, under the Constitution, can only be vested 
in the corporate authorities of cities, towns, 
and villages. If the towns are abolished, 
then it could be vested only in the City of 
Chicago.”

‘The day was not 4s exciting as in New Yark 
ané@ there was not such an active market for 
stocks. What trading there was, however, 
was at prices considerably under those of 
the preceding day. The market Monday 
“showed declines in nearly all the trades of 
the day. On Tuesday the market improved, 
regaining all of the loss of the previous day. 
In both days’ trading the market followed 
the course of Wall‘street, going off on Mon- 
day and recovering on Tuesday. Yesterday 
the market in New York opened weak, and 
during the hour's trading which preceded 
the opening of the local market stocks went 
off from two te three points in nearly all the 
active securities. ‘Notwithstanding the de- 
cline in values in New York the local mar- 
ket opened fairly firm.

Decline in West Chicago. 

The greatest weakness shown in any stock 
was in West Chicago, which opened at 102 
and sold off to 101, which was the closing 
figure for regular stock, with the close of 
account stock at 101%. This is the lowest 
price at which West Chicago has sold in 
some time, and is within one point of the 

‘lowest in many months. Lake Street also 
showed a decline, opening at 22%, declining 
to 21%, with a close at 21%. There was con- 


\ siderable trading in Lake Street, one banker 


alone buying 500 shares at prices ranging 
from 21% to 22. North Chicago’ was weak, 
with opening sales at 245, declining toa close 
at 244. 7 

Alley “LL” continued weak. There was 
an opening sale of Alley “ L”’ at 24%, which 
was the high point of the day, with sales of 
eight lots amounting to more than 500 shares 
at 2. Nothing more has been done in the Al- 
ley “I.” matter, and nothing will.be done 
‘formally until the road is sold under the dé- 
cree of foreclosure. Bondholders say they 
are perfectly willing to have stockholders 
pay an assessment upon the capital stock, 
and thus continue their equity In the com- 
pany. No effort will be made toward the 
forming .of a syndicate to underwrite the 
stock until after the markets become less 
disturbed. When affairs settle down and 
business gets upon a more stable basis-then 
it is the intention to start in actively on the 
work of .securing the money needed for 
changes in the system and for the exten- 
sions. The belief is growing, however, that 
it will be impossible to have this assessment 
underwritten. Bondholders continue strong 
in their assertions that unless some such 
plan ts carried into effect stockholders must 
of necessity lose all equity in the property. 
The sales of stock show the holders of this 
form of Alley *L” securities believe the 
chance for their getting anything under the 
reorgafiization is exceedingly slim. 

Mayor Swift, it is’said, will return the 
Union Loop ordinance to the*Council with- 
out his approval, but will suggest certain 
changes, which if made will cause him to 
give his approval to the measure. These 
will include an améndment providing for a 
compensation to the city for the use of the 
streets. Officers of the Union Loop com- 
pany say they will not-accept the ordinance 
if so amended. It is not believed, however, 
they will turn it down because of a reasona- 
ble compensation clause. There is no doubt 
as to the profit which will accrue through 
the operation of the Union Loop. The loop 
is not complete without the south side, and 
it can never reach.its full earning capacity 
until trains are run around the four sides of 
the completed loop. The promoters of the 
company will probabiy not accept a com- 
pensation clause providing for the payment 
of 10 per cent ofthe gross receipts, but it is 
exceedingly doubtful that they would throw 


away the ordinance for a compensation’ 


clause of, say, 2 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. 

The Rapid Transit Commission of New 
York City has compled statistics showing 
the traffic on the surface and. elevated lines 
in New York, by years, since 1871. W..P. 
Parsons, chief engineer of the commission, 
has taken these figures as the subject for 
an article’ appearing in the Engineering 
News. The figures are interesting, as show- 
ing the difference in the total of traffic on 
the surface lines, following the opening and 
operation of the elevated roads. Mr. Par- 
son’s figures show total traffic: for the year 
1871 of 129,971,000 persons, and this has 
grown to 469,464,665 in the year 1895.

ROADS NOW ME MBERS OF THE WEST- 
ERN FREIGHT ASSOCIATION. . 


Santa Fe’s,.Netice of Its Intention to 
Come In and Similar Action by the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas—St. 
Louis and San Francicco Now the 
Only System Out— Diversion of 
Grain to Southwestern Points May 
Be Prevented. 


' All the Western roads with the exception 
of the Sts Louls and San Francisco railroad 
are now members of the Western Freight As- 
sociation. The Santa Fé gave notice sev- 
eral days ago thafon July 1 it would rejoin 
the association, and yesterday Commission- 
er Midgley was informed that the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas road had decided to be- 
come a member. ‘ 

The latter road has never been a member 
of the association, and its independent posi- 
tion caused frequent dissensions and trouble 
among the association lines. 

Just previous to its again becoming a mem- 
ber of the association the Santa Fé took a 
step which is calculated to prevent in a 
measure the serious diversion of grain from 
Kansas City to St. Louis and Southwestern 
points, and which will enable the Chicago 
roads to secure a fair proportion of the large 
amount of grain now held in the elevators 
at Kansas City with the view of shipping it 
later on to the gulf and Southern ports. In 
notifying Commissioner Midgley of its actién 
red Santa Fé makes the following explana- 

“In addition ta.the wheat shipped into 
Kansas City from territory from which’no 
through rates exist, there is a large amount 
of wheat in Kansas City which would move 
out at the proportion or balance of the 
through rate, were it not for the fact that 
the billing has expired. Owing to the pe- 
cullar conditions that have existed we feel 
that these people are entitled to such as- 
sistance as we can reasonably afford them, 
and have therefore decided to grant sixty 
days extension on reconsignment and milling 
in transit on business as would legitimately 
be entitled to it were it not for the fact that 
the billing has already expired.”’
